"It's rather nice not to know

passed a truck.

Black aulo swerved back and forth 
across the highway several times. 
He said the car then seemed to 
run onto the light shoulder, and 
when Black tried to ateer it back 
onto the highway, the machine 
overturned. The auto rolled side- 
ways four times and turned end 
over end, according to the trucker. 
The auto was demolished.

Howaid J. Allen, 39, 714 Second 


St., claims that he suffered a frac- 
tured left ankle during the alterca- 
tion that resulted in the original 
complaint. His leg is in a cast. 


Named as his assailant is Jack 


Andrews, 1212 W. First st., who, 
Allen claims, struck him in an 
argument over an unpaid gas bill. 
Andrews was the complainant in 
the court ca.se Wednesday, naming 
Allen for' disorderly conduct. 


Andrews, after being arrested 


last night, requested and was 
granted a continuance until Jan. 5. 
The hearing will be before Justice 
of the Peace Sterling Schrock jr. 


Allen claimed the Wednesday 


argument began over a bill for five 
gallons of gas he had purchased. 
He contended that he'had made an 
agreement to pay for the gasoline 
Friday but that the station attend- 
ants at the Cities Service station, 
78 Hennepln av.', operated by An- 
thews, were unwilling to abide by 
the agreement. 


The disagreement resulted in 


words during which A n d r e w s 
struck him several times, 'Allen 
charges. 


Andrews caused police to be 


called. They took Allen to head- 
quarters. Andrews later lodged the 


disorderly conduct complaint and 
Allen was fined.

Charles LeSage, it was discovered 
that the left ankle was broken in 
two places. 


During Allen's court hearing, he 


pleaded guilty 'to the charge of 
disorderly conduct.

Allen told newsmen that he is 


currently on the injured list from 
a local manufacturing plant. An 
injured hand is nearly healed, h« 
said. Because he was awaiting the 
arrival of a compensation check, 
Allen said it was necessary to ask 
credit of Andrews.

Strait is sailing the seas again, her slender masts spouting fire and 
ablaze from stem to stern. 


At least, residents of this village 


say they have seen the old three- 
master twice within a week. 


Mrs. Aldon Langille looked out 


her window one night when the 
strait between.the mainland and 
Prince Edward Island was wind- 
scuffed and choppy. She said she 
saw the pnantom ship, gliding up 
the strait, fire streaking from her 
rigging and hull. Her neighbors 
watched the ship for an hour. 


Two days later, just after sup- 


per, nearly all the r e s i d e n t s 
watched the blazing vessel that 
has been sighted as long as dwell- 
ers along this coast can remem- 
ber. 


"It has to be seen to b« believ- 


ed," the villagers say. * 


There Is a difference of opinion 


as to the Identity' of the ship. 
Some n»opl» say It is the phantom 
of a pleasure ahip tint wa» 4t» 


stroyed by fire during a drinking 
bout many years ago. Others will 
tell you that it is a Scottish im- 
migrant ship that set said for Nova 
Scotia in tht 18th century and be- 
came lost at sea. 


And, of course, some people say 


it's an optical illusion. Or that it's 
caused by gams breaking through 
the water from the submarine coal 
fields. 


Many years ago, several sea cap- 


tains from the nearby town of 
Pictou set sail to investigate the 
weird spectacle. When they near- 
ed her she vanished.

McCarthy (R-Wis) kept an 
eye today on White House 
tallying of returns from his 
"tell it to Eisenhower" plea 
for messages from the people 
as to how they stand on for- 
eign policy. 


But he seemed to have aban- 


doned his earlier announced plan 
to send a message himself to 
President 
Elsenhower, attending 


Big Three conference In Ber- 


muda, if the McCarthy tally ke*pt 
running ahead of the White House 
count. 


Need* Information 


"I think the President himself 


should be Informed," McCarthy 
had said Friday night, shortly af 
tor he charged — and the White 
House denied — that someone on 
Eisenhower's staff was making 
shoit count through an "honest . , 
but grievous mistake." 


But later, after the While House 


reported receipt of more telegrams 
and a backlog of "till others, Me 
CArthy said: 


"I'm happy to see (he i evince 


figures. We'll check our figure 
back and forth and I think they'l 
finally Jibe." 


McCarthy called for letters an 


telegrams to the President Thurs 
day after repeating his contentlo 
that U. S. aid should b« sloppc 
*io any free world nations whir 
trade with Communist China. He 
said Americans who sham this 
view should tell It to Eisenhower.

Th« Prenident and Secietnry of 


State Dulles have taken the posi- 
tion that attempted coeirion of Al- 
lies would endanger fiee world uni- 
ty In the face of the Soviet menace.

move on a special wire from 
Western Union instead of being 
delivered by messengers. 


McCarthy said he would accept

changes in Kremlin personalities. 


The official spokesman said the 


question of a top-level meeting 
with Malenkov was not raised. 
Churchill has repeatedly said he 
thought such a session could be 
productive.

Into Shadow Box 


The recessed, stained-glass win- 


dow frequently found in stairway 
wall of older nouses, can be mod- 
ernized and provide an interesting 
conversation piece by treating it 
as a shadow box, says the Con- 
struction Research bureau. 


The first step is to nail horizon, 


tal strips of wood to the interior 
of the casing on each side of the 
window to serve as'shelf-support- 
ers for one or more shelves, de- 
pending on the height of the win- 
dow. 


Then frame the entire window 


with 6-inch-wide strips of plywood, 
fastened to the outer face, of the 
casing and projecting over the 
opening about two inches to pro- 
duce the effect of a picture frame. 
Paint the plywood to contrast with 
the surrounding wall and yet har- 
monize with the decorative plan. 
Dining Room 
Regains Old 
~ 
Time Favor 


The formal dining room is re- 


turning to favor. Builders and ar- 
chitects report that most buyers 
of new homes are no longer in- 
terested in a mere dining "area." 
At the same time, the prospective 
home owner likes the open plan 
which is achieved by eliminating 
solid partitions and doors between 
dining room and living room. 


To meet this demand for a 


dining room which preserves its 
Identity, and yet maintains the 
spacious effect of open planning, 
architects have attacked the prob- 
lem in a number of ways. 


The first move was to build a 


short tier of waist-high shelves 
or cabinets to partially divide the 
living and dining areas. 


But this was not enough. \ So 


the architects added a false beam 
dropped one foot > from the ceil- 


• ing on a line where the room 


division would normally be. This 
beam and the space-dividing cabi- 
nets proved popular for awhile. 
Then, a few months ago, builders 
began to meet sales resistance be 
cause the public wanted still great 
er separation, but with the open 
plan retained.

how solved the problem by pan- 
eling the dining room walls with 
textured plywood wall paneling 
nuch as the new ripplewood de- 
veloped by the engineers of the 
Georgia-Pacific Plywood Company. 
This provides a distinct contrast 
to the living room. At the same 
time, the rich textured finish ol 
the 
raised grain 
of the wood 


creates the luxurious atmosphere 
which was so popular when wood- 
paneled dining rooms were a vir- 
tual "must" early in the century 


But just to keep a step ahead 


architects 
are 
now 
designing 


thousands of homes with sunken 
living rooms dropped one or two 
steps below the dining room level 
The ripplewood wall finish of the 
dining room is retained, together 
with the dropped ceiling beam, but 
the shelf or cabinet dividers have 
been replaced with wrought iron 
railings.

fully enclosed dining room wil" 
ever return to favor, but add 
"You never can guess what pub 
lie taste will be a few years hence." 


New Methods 
4iid Materials 
Save on Costs 


• 


With building costs steadily ris- 


ng, architects and builders are 
levoting an unusual amount of at- 
ention today toward 
developing 


echniques to save labor and ma- 
erial costs wherever'possible, and 
yet produce houses that structur- 
ally are equal to or better than 
lomes built in the past. 


No huge saving is effected by 


any one procedure, but by com- 
bining the many new methods and 
materials which have been devel- 
oped, home builders report that 
hey. ifave been able to hold con- 
struction costs at fairly stable lev- 
els. Had it not been for these pro- 
cedures, selling prices for new 
homes would be 15 to 20 per cent 
u'gher than they are. 


Roof Truss Construction 


Among the more important cost- 


saving techniques is the use of 
•oof trusses instead of conven- 
ional rafters. In'most areas, the 
russes can be spaced, two feet or 
more apart instead of the 16 inches 
required of standard rafters. This 
constitutes a considerable saving 
n material and labor, but it does 
eliminate the use of the attic for 
any purpose other than storage 
space, since the trusses bring low 
roof lines. 


Instead of roof sheathing being 


.aboriously applied one board at a 
time, huge sheets of plywood go 
on over the rafters in most com- 
munities which have changed their 
building codes to permit this econ- 
omy. Because of its strength and 
rigidity, the plywood allows wider 
spacing between rafters and the 
saving in expensive labor is con 
siderable. 


Bearing Walls Eliminated 


Because truss-roof construction 


requires no interior bearing walls, 
since the weight of the roof is car- 
ried on the exterior walls, more 
money and labor is saved by the 
use of storage partitions between 
rooms. These are built of plywood 
and set into position after the wall, 
floor and ceiling surfaces are in 
place. Since there are no partitions 
to intervene, installation of floor- 
ing and ceiling moves ahead much 
more rapidly than when workmen 
have to cut and fit material around 
partitions and other obstructions. 


Still another cost-saving tech- 


nique is the use of plywood in- 
stead of boards as sub-flooring.

Easily-Built Box 
For Plants Adds 
Charm to Home 


• A growing plant adds much to 
the charm of any room, but car* 
of the plant often creates an un- 
sightly mesa. A planter box built 
of plywood will solve the problem 
and its textured finish will provide 
an unusually attractive container 
for the plant tub. 


Four 3-inch boards put together 


face up to form a square with 1 x 
2-inch cleats fastened flush with 
their inside edges form the frame 
for the top of the box. Four 2 x 
4s. edge up. frame the bottom. 
Ripplewood is nailed to the cleats 
and 2 x 4s and stout boards are 
laid across the 2 x 4s as a plat- 
form. On this, place a garbage 
can slightly larger than the plant 
tub to catch any water overflow 
and set the tub on two or three 
bricks inside'the can so collected 
water will not damage the plant.

Churchill's Monument Will Be 


Greatness With Purpose 


Few men of independent mind and spirit will quarrel 


with the prposition that Sir Winston Churchill, the British 
prime minister, is a great man. 


Fewer still will deny that he is a great writer and 


speechmaker. 
, 
The Nobel Prize he recently won was merely the most 


spectacular formal acknowledgment of his writing talents. 


He has always possessed the supreme gift of being able 


to catch in a single phrase the meaning of a time or a cause, 
or'a man. His belligerent words of defiance were worth 
many divisions to the British and the whole Free World- 
after France fell in World War II. His phrase, the Iron 
Curtain," provided the perfect symbol for the almost impene- 
trable barrier separating East and West in the postwar era.- 


Churchill, now 79, and perhaps in his last months as 


active leader of Britain, has completed the sixth and final 
volume of his personal history of World War II. The entire 
series is hailed as a brilliant contribution to the world s un- 
derstanding of the great war.

It should have been no surprise to anyone that Sir Win- 


ston would tell this final chapter with many memorable and 
vivid passages. 
There could hardly be any more memorable phrase than 


that he penned as a subtitle for this work: "How the great 
democracies triumphed, and so were able to resume the fol- 
lies that so nearly cost them their life." 


That ironic note speaks volumes about the course of 


free-world history in the 20th century. No one is more quali- 
fied than Sir Winston to allude to the follies of the past. For 
in the interim between the two great wars, his was possibly 
the most persistent voice raised.against the policies that led 
the world straight to the battlefield. 


Because he read human affairs and human nature aright 


then, he appreciates keenly the signs that we are repeating 
the mistakes of the 1920's and 1930's. 


But Sir Winston is not content to speak with bitter irony 


of the unhappy present. As he did before, he is throwing 
all his weight and influence into the fight against new folly. 
He is trying to arrest what he fears may be a headlong push 
to World War HI. 


Yet this time it is different. He is a very old man. In 


his urgency to lead the world to lasting peace, he can devise 
nothing more remarkable than a face-to-face meeting with 
the Free World's principal adversary, Russian Premier 
Malenkov. 


Probably the struggle has grown too great, too complex 


to be settled so simply, even assuming the high talents of a 
Churchill. These, indeed, arc times that would tax the full 
powers of a young Churchill. 


But let him understand that free men everywhere are 


enormously grateful that at 79 he still wants so desperately 
to save us all. His monument will not be greatness alone, 
but greatness driven to the end by unflagging purpose.

Dixon has long been a city of chin dies. Visitors are 


quickly impressed by the number of chinches—both large 
and small—which dot the community. 


The story of Dixon's chinches goes back almost to 


the time the first while settlers came here. A. C. Bard- 


well, in his "History of Lee County," 
says the fust sermon was preached in 
Dixon In the fall of 1831. only five years 
after Joseph Ogee established his ferry 
on the Rock river. The first sermon 
was given by a Methodist missionary, 
L. A. Segg. 


The pioneers quickly tiansplanted 


their religious faith to their new sur- 
roundings. 
A Methodist class 
was 


formed in 1837, and by 1813 the first 


Thompson 
Methodist church building was com- 


pleted. The building still stands next door to the Baptist 
church, facing the courthouse. 


In 1854 the Methodists built another chinch on the 


site of their prcscnC building at Second street and Pcona 
avenue. 


The "First Regular HaptlM Church of Dixon 


and Buffalo Grove" was organized In Buffalo 
Grove, (now Polo) on May 28, 1838. The Moderator 
wa« Thomas Pouclll. The congregation was reor- 
ganization In 1841, becoming the "First Baptist 
Church of Dixon." The next jenr the concreca- 
tion wan divided Into two groups (one for Dixon 
and one for Buffalo Grove). 
By 18«!> the Dixon 


BaptlM* had completed their first church build- 
ing. 
Also during the mid-1840s, Episcopal and Congrega- 


tional groups were meeting in Dixon, according to a con- 
temporary writer. 


The pioneers could not be choosey about their meeting 


places in those days. "The First Evangelical Lutheran 
Congregation of Lee County" was organized in 1848 in the 
J. N. Burket barn east of Dixon by the Rev. Jacob Bur- 
ket. In 1853 the nun* wai changed to "SU Paul's Evan- 


gelical -Lutheian Church." 
The Lutheran church was 


dedicated in 1855. 
It was located in the 300 block of 


Ciawford avenue. 


The Evangelical Lutheian Emanuel Church was or- 


ganlred in 1891. A building was erected the same >ear. 


Presbyterians began holding meetings in 1851, and in 


1853 organized and held public sei vices. The first Pres- 
byterian church building was dedicated in 1856. 


Th« Rev. Mark Anthony oigam/cd the Catholic 


church in 1854. About 25 mcmbeis used the couit house 
for services until a church was built the same year. 


An Episcopal church wa* organi/ed In 1838 


by the Kev. James Depuy. However, active work 
•\vai» suspended when the minister moved away, 
and records to 1855 were losl. Regular service* 
were held In 1855. and a church was built in 185fi. 


Unitarians began building a church In north 


1)1 von In 1855. and It WHS dedicated the following 
jear. As far a* Is known, a Rev. Kelsey was the 
first and only pastor of the church which was 
torn down some time after 1803. 


A Congregational church was organized in 1854. and 


met m the courthouse until taking over the first church 
of the Methodists when that group moved to new quar- 
ters. 


A Universalist church was established in 1870. Mem- 


bers met in Union hall and Tillson's hall until the church 
at th« corner of Second street and Hennepin avenue was 
completed In 1873. H. V. Chase was the first pastor. 


Grace United Evangelical church got its start as a 


sabbath school in 1892. Later the same year the group 
organized as a church with the Rev. I. Divan as pastor. 


The Christian church was organized in 1896 after a 


•eries of meetings which began in a tent. 
The Rev. 


T. A. Boycr, Eureka, conducted the first meetings, and 
the Rev. C. E. Evans. Walnut, was called as the first 
pastor of the organized church.

The Doctor Says: 


Plastic Surgery Has Made 
Great Strides in a Few Years 


By EDWIN F. JOKUON. M. D. 


Surgery aimed at repairing phy- 


sical defects present at buth or 
scars sustained from injuries has 
made vast progress. Both World 
Wars stimulated and advanced new 
methods of plastic surgery. 


Many 
people 
with 
deformed 


noses, protruding eais, or other 
peculiarities which mar their looks 
can now be restored to an appear- 
ance which, if not beautiful, at 
least makes them attractive and 
inconspicuous. 


The methods used to accomplish 


these results are often complicated, 
time-consuming, and expensive. 


It is frequently necessary, for ex- 


ample, to take cartilage from one 
of the patient's own ribs and to 
use it in reconstructing a nose, an 
ear, or some other part. The trans- 
plantation of such tissues requires 
the establishment of a new blood 
supply and this takes time. 


The same thing is tiue of skin 


grafting. It may be necessary to 
cover some part of the body with 
skin icmoved from some other 
place. This cannot be completed 
m a moment and requires gicat 
patience, on the pait of the sur- 
geon as well as the patient. 


Conspicuous and serious scars 


and wounds such as those which 
are often sustained in automobile 
accidents can frequently be reme- 


died by plastic sutgery. In some 
cases this means not only icstora- 
lion of good appearance, but also 
of functions which may have been 
damaged. 


There is something about the 


field of plastic surgeiy which has 
brought into it "doctois" who pio- 
imse things they cannot peiform or 
whom are otherwise not fair with 
the patient. 
"FACE-LIFTING" PERIOD 


Theie was a period duiing which 


"face lifting" was frequently re- 
quested by women whose normal 
aging caused their skin to become 
loose and sag. 


It was quite common to treat 


this by injecting a kind of waxy 
substance under the skin which 
would give the cheeks a certain 
full ness. This was not safe, and 
many 
serious 
Jesuits occurred. 


"Face lifting" has now been piet- 
ty well abandoned. 


It is wise for anyone who it 


considering plastic suigery to ob- 
tain the advice and effoils of only 
the best in the field. They may 
be faced not only with disappoint- 
ment, but with serious complica- 
tions as well. Needle&b to wiy, even 
the best are not always completely 
successful in this complicated and 
delicate work, but sometimes the 
good results aie little thort of a»- 
tounding.

Mrs. Adeline Tetlow Malania, 
Rockford, followed dinner. 


Mrs. Malania. her mother and 


sister, travelled to South Africa in 
1950, with a cruise party on the 
Cunard liner "Caronia," t h e n 
making its maiden voyage. The 
speaker mentioned the beauty, 
superb cuisine and elaborate serv- 
ice of this famous ship. 


Members of the cruise landed at 


Cape Town and were carried into 
the interior on three trains called 
the "Yankee Special." They cross- 
ed the Great Karoo, a desert in dry 
weather, a luxuriant pasture land 
after rains, where sheep are raised. 
Many of the Persian lambs used 
by furriers come from the Great 
Karoo. 


The travelers went as far north 


as Victoria Falls in Rhodesia, 
where four rivers unite and plunge 
downward in a cataract which falls 
343 feet, almost twice as far as the 
falls of Niagara. 


Diamond Mines 


Although 
the party travelled 


widely, much of Mrs. Malania's 
talk was devoted to the Kimberly 
dalmond mines. Mention was made 
of the open pit from which millions 
of diamonds have been taken. It 
is 4,000 feet deep, the deepest man- 
made pit in the world, and is now 
partly filled with water, although 
much diamond bearing clay re- 
mains in it. 


At one of these nearby mines, 


this one subterranean, they saw 
small cars like coal mine cars, 
emerge filled with greenish color- 
ed diamond-bearing 
clay. This 


clay was first put through a crush- 
er which cracked open the hard 
dirt shells that surround the dia- 
monds. The resulting mass was 
placed on tables coated with vase- 
line and running water washed off 
the dirt, leaving the diamonds im- 
bedded in the vaseline. Their guide 
pointed to a stone which he said 
might be worth as much as $200,- 
000. Mrs. Malania asked if she 
might take it in her hand for a 
moment and, after some hesitancy, 
her wish was granted. She says she 
now knows what it is to hold a 
fortune in the hollow of your hand. 


No stones are sold at (he mine, 


but there are display cases show- 
ing various colors: White, blue- 
white, yellow and amber. 


They saw the compound where 


the native African mine workers 
live. They come from different 
tribal villages and are magnificent 
physical specimens. Some of "them 
were almost naked, others had 
adopted Western clothes. They con 
tract to work in the mines for from 
three months to a year, must live 
in the compound for fear of their 
stealing some of the gems they 
find and they also must prepare 
their own food, which seemed to 
consist mainly of coffee, cornmeal 
mush and raw meat. 


Communication Methods 


Few of the men can read or 


write and their wives, left behind 
in the villages, communicate with 
them by means of bead-letters 
These letters look like necklaces 
half an inch wide and about 12 
inches long, to which are attachec 
two-inch squares. They are woven 
tightly of very small beads o; 
many colors. The colors of th< 
beads and the amount of tha 
color carry the message. White 
means that the wife loves her ab 
sent husband very much and is 
true to. him. Pink beads indicat 
that a child has been born; blacl 
that a mother-in-law is making 
trouble; yellow that the corn is 
growing well; green that rains 
have revived the pasture lands and 
red that there has been a triba 
war in which men have been kill 
ed. 


Mrs. Malania also told how men 


in their moments of leisure carv 
ornaments and figurines of woot 
and of ivory, make jewelry of nil 
ver or gold or even fashion good 
looking rings and bracelets from 
the stiff hairs found in the tails o 
elephants.
